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JL  he  Trustees  of  Reservations  (TTOR)  is  the 
world's  oldest  land  trust.  Founded  in  1891  by 
Boston  landscape  architect  Charles  Eliot,  it  is 
dedicated  to  preserving  for  public  use  and  enjoy- 
ment properties  of  exceptional  scenic,  historic  and 
ecological  value  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Today,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  owns  and 
manages  73  properties,  totaling  more  than  18,000 
acres,  all  open  to  the  public.  Through  its  Land 
Conservation  Center,  TTOR  continues  to  save 
open  land  across  the  state. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  private,  non- 
profit organization  with  over  10,000  members.  It 
relies  for  support  entirely  upon  membership  dues, 
voluntary  contributions,  admission  fees,  grants 
and  endowments.

re  off!  Our  second  century  has  begun  — 
and  with  a  flourish.  The  seeds  we  sowed  in  '91 
are  yielding  a  bumper  harvest  in  '92.  The  Centen- 
nial Year  was  a  good  one  for  telling  our  story. 
While  still  not  a  household  word,  TTOR  is  now 
known  to  those  who  care  most  about  saving  the 
best  of  the  Massachusetts  landscape.  And  what  a 
lot  of  kindred  spirits  there  are  out  there! 

People  are  joining!  Membership  is  up  24 
percent  from  a  year  ago.  People  are  giving!  A 
record  $1.3  million  was  contributed  to  last  year's 
membership  drive  and  annual  appeal.  And, 
another  $3.2  million  was  added  to  the  ongoing 
capital  campaign,  bringing  TTOR  to  within  $2.8 
million  of  our  $10  million  goal  at  this  writing. 
Thank  you  all  for  what  you  are  doing. 

The  result  of  this  magnificent  generosity  is 
clear.  TTOR  is  thriving.  Your  dollars  have 
allowed  us  to  assemble  a  team  of  dedicated  and 
hard-working  professionals,  inspired  and  sup- 
ported by  the  most  talented  and  enthusiastic 
volunteers  a  non-profit  could  hope  for.  Together 
we  are  getting  the  job  done. 

Recognizing  the  great  need  for  conservation 
action  throughout  Massachusetts,  TTOR  has 
established  the  Land  Conservation  Center  to 
reach  out  to  land  owners  and  cooperating  land 
trusts,  communities  and  state  agencies,  with  a 
program  of  technical  assistance,  strategic  partner- 
ships, encouragement,  and  education  wherever 
they  will  strengthen  conservation  efforts. 
Mountaintops,  stream  banks,  waterfalls,  barrier 
beaches,  farm  fields,  historic  houses  and  formal 
gardens  —  these  are  the  special  landscapes  of 
Massachusetts.  We  want  to  help  preserve  the  best 
of  them. 

Through  the  hard  work  of  the  Land  Conser- 
vation Center  staff,  field  staff,  and  volunteers, 
1,001  additional  acres  were  protected  last  year, 
bringing  our  total  owned  or  under  conservation 
restriction  to  25,868  acres.  Our  newest  jewel  is 
destined  to  be  among  the  brightest:  The  Coolidge 
Reservation,  the  core  22  acres  of  which  were 
acquired  in  our  100th  year,  in  time  will  comprise 
52  acres  of  dramatic  seascape,  rocky  ledge,  tidal 
pond,  and  sweeping  ocean  lawn.  It  is,  above  all,  a 
magnificent  legacy  of  the  generosity  and  public- 
spiritedness  of  the  Coolidge  family.  Planning  for 
the  official  opening  is  now  underway.  The 
greatest  management  challenge,  as  at  all  our 


reservations,  will  be  to  provide  public  access  in  a 
manner  that  protects  the  environmental  qualities 
we  seek  to  preserve. 

No  better  example  of  this  challenge  can  be 
cited  than  the  difficulty  TTOR  and  the  Edgartown 
Board  of  Selectmen  had  in  arriving  at  an  agree- 
ment on  the  reconstruction  of  the  long-closed 
Dyke  Bridge  on  Chappaquiddick.  It  took  many 
months  of  hard  negotiation  to  arrive  at  a  settle- 
ment which  will  control  oversand  vehicle  (OSV) 
access  to  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge  during  the 
nesting  season  of  the  endangered  piping  plover. 
TTOR  wants  the  public  to  use  and  enjoy  its 
properties  but  without  doing  damage  to  fragile 
natural  resources. 

In  general,  public  visitation  was  way  up  on  all 
our  reservations  last  year.  To  be  sure,  this  was  a 
function  of  good  summer  weather  —  hurricanes 
notwithstanding.  But  it  is  also  a  tribute  to  the 
superb  job  our  field  staff  does  in  managing  and 
maintaining  the  properties.  To  an  increasing 
degree,  it  is  due  also  to  the  many  compelling 
events  (this  year  there  will  be  over  100!)  that  are 
put  on  by  TTOR.  In  addition  to  canoe  trips, 
nature  walks,  house  tours,  and  outdoor  concerts, 
this  summer  we  have  organized  a  collaborative 
effort  with  the  Boys  and  Girls  Clubs  of  Boston 
and  Boston's  Museum  of  Science  to  bring  inner 
city  youth  to  the  Crane  Memorial  Reservation. 
The  State  Street  Foundation  has  generously 
funded  this  pilot  program. 

Many  of  these  events  are  educational  in 
nature.  All  of  them  are  fun.  That  our  volunteers 
and  staff  put  so  much  effort  into  them  underlines 
our  conviction  that  the  best  way  to  make  people 
into  conservationists,  and  eventually  into  sup- 
porters of  TTOR,  is  to  get  them  onto  the  proper- 
ties and  let  these  special  places  speak  for  them- 
selves. Our  reservations  continue  to  be  our  most 
eloquent  spokesmen.  I  hope  each  of  you,  as 
members  and  Trustees,  will  have  occasion  to 
enjoy  one  or  more  of  them  this  year.  As  our 
founder  Charles  Eliot  said  100  years  ago  — 
come  and  "refresh  the  spirit."

Financial  Report 


Fiscal  Year  1992 

April  1, 1991  -  March  31, 1992 


centennial  year  produced  superb  financial 
results.  The  figures  on  the  opposite  page  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  March  31, 1992,  show  increases 
over  the  prior  year  in  all  categories  of  revenue, 
and  on  the  expense  side  reflect  impressive  cost 
control.  These  results  are  testimony  to  the 
dedicated  and  effective  work  of  the  professional 
staff  and  the  contributions  in  time  and  money  of 
an  equally  dedicated  volunteer  force. 

Crane  Beach,  an  important  revenue  source, 
had  a  strong  summer  thanks  to  good  weather  and 
efficient  management,  and  the  season  at  Castle 
Hill  was  very  successful.  We  note  in  particular 
the  fine  volunteer  and  staff  work  that  has  resulted 
in  excellent  budget  control  for  this  important 
property.  In  addition,  centennial  events  like  the 
Discovery  Days  introduced  new  people  to  TTOR, 
and  the  results  are  reflected  in  increased  reserva- 
tion receipts  and  membership  revenue. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  net  of  $14,000 
was  achieved  after  a  substantial  addition  to  the 


capital  spending  reserve,  a  $71,000  transfer  to  the 
endowment  funds  called  for  by  our  spending 
policy  and  the  creation  of  a  significant  reserve 
fund  that  will  be  available  to  support  the  current 
year's  operations. 

The  fixed  income  and  equity  markets  contin- 
ued to  record  solid  gains.  These,  combined  with 
significant  contributions  and  additions,  increased 
the  value  of  endowment  assets  as  shown  on  the 
next  page.  Note  the  dramatic  increase  in  these 
funds  from  the  beginning  balance  as  of  March  31, 
1990. 

In  the  financial  summary  and  the  pie  charts 
below  we  have  broken  out  the  expenses  on  a 
functional  basis.  As  you  can  see,  field  operations 
—  our  main  mission  —  represent  the  lion's  share.

Highlights 

April  1, 1991  -  March  31, 1992 


ihe  winds  of  change  blew  strongly  through  all 
five  TTOR  regions  last  year,  both  literally  and 
metaphorically.  When  Hurricane  Bob  devastated 
the  Massachusetts  coast  in  August  1991,  TTOR 
staff  from  all  regions  responded,  applying  im- 
pressive forestry  skills  to  restore  safe  public  ac- 
cess to  our  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Southeast 
Region  reservations  in  record  time. 

Two  months  later,  an  unnamed  storm  swept 
out  of  the  Northeast  on  Halloween  to  alter  radi- 
cally the  shoreline  at  the  Crane  properties  and  on 
Nantucket.  The  trick  was  to  mobilize  crews  to 
replace  snow  fencing  and  rebuild  boardwalks  and 
dunes.  The  treat  was  the  storm's  creation  of  vast 
areas  of  favorable  habitat  for  endangered  shore- 
birds  to  enjoy  the  following  spring. 

At  other  properties,  new  restoration  efforts 
addressed  the  more  gradual  impacts  of  time  and 
conditions.  Several  of  the  historic  houses  have 
undertaken  major  research  and  planning  efforts  to 
make  clearer,  more  accurate  presentations  to  the 
public.  Similar  research-based  restorations  have 
brought  record  visitation  to  TTOR's  formal  gar- 
dens. This  excitement  has  encouraged  new  efforts 
amongst  the  field  staff  to  convert  casual  visitors 
to  permanent  TTOR  members.  Over  1,000  new 
members  were  signed  up  on  the  properties  last 
year,  led  by  staff  at  World's  End  (287),  the  Crane 
properties  (207),  Cape  Poge/Wasque  (167),  and 
Long  Point  (154). 

❖  Northeast  Region 

Exceptionally  fine  weather  combined  with  Super- 
intendent Peter  Pinciaro's  strong  management 
resulted  in  high  revenues  and  carefully  controlled 
expenses  at  Crane  Beach.  Under  Betsy 
Hathaway's  leadership,  the  Castle  Hill  Festival 
was  both  an  artistic  and  financial  success.  Accord- 
ingly, the  Crane  properties  broke  even  financially 
for  the  first  time  ever.  A  modest  capital  budget 
funded  the  removal  of  four  underground  gas 
tanks  and  allowed  masonry  and  interior  restora- 
tion work  at  the  Great  House  to  continue. 

The  key  ecological  challenge  in  1991  was  the 
implementation  of  a  plan  to  welcome  the  increas- 
ing number  of  visitors  arriving  by  boat  and  to 
seek  their  cooperation  in  protecting  dunes  and 
shorebird  areas.  With  new  educational  efforts 


(and  increased  fencing),  it  was  a  very  successful 
breeding  season  for  piping  plovers  and  least 
terns.  When  the  birds  returned  in  1992,  however, 
they  found  a  significantly  changed  shoreline,  as 
the  Halloween  storm  had  flattened  large  dunes, 
destroyed  vegetation,  and  wiped  out  protective 
fencing. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Northeast  Region,  staff  were 
changing  the  landscape  with  continued  clearing  at 
the  Stavros  Reservation,  Old  Town  Hill  and  the 
Ward  Reservation,  offering  new  vistas  to 
visitors. 

<v>  Southeast  Region 

In  the  Southeast  Region,  change  meant  shifting 
personnel.  Steve  Bassett's  resignation  as  Superin- 
tendent in  the  Charles  River  Valley  unit  was  fol- 
lowed by  Mark  Bailey's  promotion  and  the  hiring 
of  John  Gilbert.  Emo  DeWitt  and  Ronan  Moore 
guided  the  Bradley  Reservation's  gradual  opening 
to  TTOR  members  and  the  public,  and  Mary 
Campbell  succeeded  Betty  Belmont  as  Regional 
Office  Secretary. 

On  the  properties,  field  crews  worked  long 
hours  clearing  hundreds  of  storm-damaged  trees 
from  World's  End  and  Lowell  Holly  while  con- 
tinuing trail  restoration  at  Whitney  and  Thayer 
Woods  and  extensive  dam  repairs  at  Sanctuary 
Pond.  Special  events  drew  thousands  to  World's 
End  and  Rocky  Woods,  and  the  volume  of  boaters 
at  Lowell  Holly  required  new  restrictions  and  the 
hiring  of  a  second  ranger. 

<v>  Islands  Region 

Storm  destruction  turned  an  otherwise  tranquil 
Island  season  into  a  challenging  recovery  project. 
Hurricane  Bob's  110-mile-per-hour  winds  de- 
stroyed more  than  60  percent  of  the  vegetation  at 
the  Mytoi  garden  on  Chappaquiddick  and  caused 
severe  flooding  and  erosion  of  beach  and  dunes 
along  vast  stretches  of  Cape  Poge  and  Wasque. 

On  Nantucket,  the  Halloween  storm  leveled 
three  miles  of  dunes  and  breached  the  Coskata- 
Coatue  peninsula,  making  an  island  of  Great 
Point  until  March  1992.  Refuge  Manager  Dick 
Bellevue  led  TTOR's  restoration  efforts,  replacing 
more  than  $15,000  worth  of  snow  fencing. 
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On  the  Vineyard,  preparations  continued  for 
the  opening  of  Menemsha  Hills,  including  a  trail 
leading  to  a  spectacular  overlook  from  Prospect 
Hill  and  another  trekking  to  a  mile  of  sandy  cliffs 
and  rocky  shore.  Another  great  success  was  the 
new  "Cape  Poge  Safari,"  a  three-hour,  natural  his- 
tory tour  via  off-road  vehicle  of  TTOR's  most  re- 
mote wildlife  refuge.  Protecting  that  refuge  and  its 
endangered  shorebirds  was  TTOR's  purpose  in 
undertaking  intense  negotiations  with  state  and 
local  officials  over  the  proposed  reconstruction  of 
the  Dyke  Bridge.  Fortunately,  a  workable  agree- 
ment was  signed,  and,  when  the  bridge  reopens, 
East  Beach  will  again  be  available  to  pedestrians 
while  certain  limitations  on  vehicular  access  will 
be  maintained. 

❖  Western  Region 

In  the  Berkshires,  Regional  Supervisor  Stan 
Piatczyc  and  his  staff  focused  on  researching  the 
nature  of  past  changes  to  help  plan  future  restora- 
tion projects.  Steve  McMahon  oversaw  the  re- 
building of  "The  Great  Seat"  and  other  key  garden 
elements  at  Naumkeag  and  began  a  two-year 
garden  restoration  project  at  the  Mission  House. 


Jim  Caffrey  and  Elsie  Racz  helped  uncover  new 
source  documentation  on  the  construction  and 
reconstruction  of  the  Bryant  Homestead  over  the 
past  200  years.  At  Notchview,  Jim  Caffrey  and  a 
knowledgeable  volunteer  group  completed  and 
began  implementing  a  thorough  management  plan 
for  the  property. 

Central  Region 

In  Leominster,  TTOR's  Doyle  Reservation  contin- 
ued to  take  shape  with  Miss  Louise  Doyle's  gener- 
ous gift  of  the  "Red  House"  with  19  acres.  Regional 
Supervisor  Dick  O'Brien  spearheaded  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  structure  and  contruction  of  new  office 
space  above  the  garage. 

Aside  from  a  high  volume  of  land  conserva- 
tion activity,  the  region's  main  focus  was  to  de- 
velop and  implement  a  new  safety  program  for 
Doane's  Falls  in  the  wake  of  a  tragic  drowning  in 
August  1991.  By  the  following  spring,  an  inspired 
group  of  local  volunteers  had  raised  funds  to  sup- 
port new  safety  equipment,  increased  staffing, 
improved  signage,  and  an  educational  program  in 
local  schools.

ihis  centennial  year  was  one  of  the  most  active 
and  successful  ever  for  the  land  conservation 
program  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
Through  extraordinarily  generous  donations  of 
land,  restrictions,  and  a  special  foundation  grant, 
TTOR  protected  a  total  of  1,001  acres.  Four  im- 
portant and  strategic  acquisitions  of  land  were 
completed,  totaling  178  acres,  including  the  core 
of  a  spectacular  new  reservation  in  Manchester. 
Nine  conservation  restrictions  totaling  823  acres, 
were  accepted.  TTOR  now  owns  18,292  acres  of 
land  and  protects  an  additional  7,576  acres  of 
land  under  103  conservation  restrictions.  In  addi- 
tion to  completing  these  projects  and  managing 
numerous  others  underway,  the  Land  Conserva- 
tion Center  further  developed  its  program  of 
conservation  outreach,  education,  and  assistance 
to  land  trusts  and  conservation-minded  land- 
owners, communities,  and  agencies. 

TTOR's  affiliate,  The  Massachusetts  Farm 
and  Conservation  Lands  Trust,  Inc. ,  completed 
conservation  projects  in  Medfield,  Chilmark,  and 
Bolton  and  prepared  to  change  its  structure  from 
that  of  a  charitable  trust  to  that  of  a  charitable 
corporation,  a  form  better  suited  for  the  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities  that  lie  ahead. 

The  Center  is  staffed  by  Deputy  Director  for 
Land  Conservation,  Wesley  T.  Ward;  Land  Pro- 
tection Specialists,  Charles  Wyman  and  Valerie 
Talmage;  and  Administrative  Assistant,  Virginia 
Slack.  TTOR's  property  managers  and  volunteers 
throughout  the  state  assist  the  Center's  staff  with 
landowner  contact,  project  planning,  review,  and 
approval,  and  the  all-important  task  of  fund-rais- 
ing for  acquisition  projects. 

❖  Acquisitions  of  Land 

Future  Coolidge  Reservation,  Manchester: 
Acquisiton  of  an  additional  22.5  acres  at  Coolidge 
Point,  Manchester,  through  a  generous  gift  of 
land  by  Catherine  Coolidge  Lastavica  and  an 
equally  generous  grant  by  a  Coolidge  family 
foundation.  Together  with  14.1  acres  donated  in 
1991,  and  16.2  acres  to  be  transferred  by  Essex 
County  Greenbelt  Association  in  1992,  these 
parcels  will  comprise  the  Coolidge  Reservation, 


to  be  formally  inaugurated  by  the  close  of  1992. 
This  will  fulfill  the  long-standing  goal  of  the 
Coolidge  family  and  TTOR  to  protect  this  beauti- 
ful combination  of  forested  hillsides,  ledge  out- 
crops, headland,  tidal  stream,  freshwater  pond, 
and  wetlands.  TTOR  owes  special  thanks  to  the 
entire  Coolidge  family,  and  especially  to  Dr. 
Lastavica  and  the  late  William  A.  Coolidge,  with- 
out whose  vision  and  philanthropy  this  achieve- 
ment would  not  have  been  possible. 

Doyle  Reservation,  Leominster:  Purchase  of  a  19.5- 
acre  parcel  of  meadow  and  woodland,  including  a 
three-family  colonial  reproduction  house  from  the 
Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  as  an  addition  to  the  Doyle 
Reservation.  With  additional  donated  funds, 
TTOR  remodeled  and  restored  the  residence  as 
staff  housing  and  Central  Region  Headquarters. 
Funds  donated  by  Louise  Doyle. 

Octavia  Hamlin  Parcel,  Ipswich:  Bequest  of  a  135- 
acre  parcel  of  meadow,  marshland,  and  wooded 
island  on  Argilla  Road  adjacent  to  Labor-in-Vain 
Creek.  This  parcel  will  be  managed  by  the  staff  of 
the  Crane  Memorial  Reservation.  It  includes  a 
residence  and  shingled  barn,  both  subject  to  a  life 
estate  held  by  long-time  friends  of  the  former 
owner.  Donated  by  Octavia  Peirson  Hamlin. 

Lewis/Campbell  Parcel,  Rocky  Narroivs  Reservation, 
Sherborn:  Gift  of  1.24  acres  of  meadow  land  adja- 
cent to  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation  and  the 
Sherborn  Town  Forest.  A  small  area  has  been 
informally  set  aside  for  parking,  providing  im- 
proved access  to  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation 
from  Forest  Street.  Donated  by  George  Lewis  and 
Eleanor  Campbell. 

McLennan  Reservation  addition,  Tyringham:  Gift  of 
45  acres  of  meadow,  woodland,  stream  and 
marsh  adjacent  to  the  McLennan  Reservation. 
The  gift  provides  much-needed  road  frontage  on 
Sodem  Road  and  improves  the  scenic  variety  and 
mix  of  wildlife  habitat  available  within  the  reser- 
vation. Donated  by  John  McLennan. 
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❖  Conservation  Restrictions 

Moraine  Farm,  Beverly:  Gift  of  a  combined  conser- 
vation and  historic  preservation  restriction  on  175 
acres  of  a  landscaped  estate,  productive  farmland, 
and  managed  forest.  The  property  was  designed 
by  Frederick  Law  Olmsted  in  the  1880s,  and  is 
historically  significant  as  a  model  for  his  larger- 
scale  estate  work  at  Shelburne  Farms  in  Vermont 
and  Biltmore  in  Ashville,  North  Carolina. 
Donated  by  George  and  Mimi  Batchelder  to  TTOR 
and  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  as 
co-holders. 


The  garden  pavilion  at  Moraine  Fann 


Ravine  Falls,  Smith/Alexander,  and  Clark  Fartns, 
Monterey  and  New  Marlborough:  Gift  of  two  con- 
servation restrictions  on  550  acres  of  woodland, 
marshes,  ponds,  streams  and  fields  in  a  remote 
area  of  the  southern  Berkshires.  Provides  addi- 
tional protection  for  the  historic  North  Road. 
Donated  by  members  of  the  Scheffey  and  Plehn 
families. 

Seven  Gates  Farm,  West  Tisbury:  Gift  of  a  strategi- 
cally important  conservation  restriction  on  1.33 
acres  of  woodland  and  wetland  along  Mill  Brook. 
The  parcel  is  adjacent  to  1,200  previously 
restricted  acres  of  Seven  Gates  Farm  and  to  the 
E.N.  Woods  Nature  Preserve,  now  under  restric- 
tion held  by  The  Nature  Conservancy.  Donated  by 
Seven  Gates  Farm  Corporation. 


Westport  River,  Westport:  Gift  of  two  conservation 
restrictions  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  West  Branch 
of  the  Westport  River:  from  William  Barker  on  16 
acres  of  forest,  pasture  and  salt  marsh,  and  from 
Virginia  Shannon  on  6  acres  of  scrub  woodland, 
pond  and  salt  marsh.  The  restriction  from  Mr. 
Barker  is  the  first  fruit  of  a  partnership  formed 
among  West  Branch  landowners,  the  Westport 
Land  Conservation  Trust,  and  TTOR  to  protect  the 
unique  character  of  the  West  Branch's  eastern 
shore.  Both  restrictions  are  co-held  with  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust. 

Wigwam  Hill,  West  Brookfield:  Gift  of  a  conserva- 
tion restriction  on  63  acres  of  mixed  pine  and  oak 
woodland,  old  fields,  streams,  swamp,  and  a  pond 
on  the  eastern  slope  of  Wigwam  Hill.  The  restric- 
tion also  protects  the  setting  of  the  historic  Jacob 
Abbott  House,  built  in  1722.  Donated  by  Peter 
Magnante  to  TTOR  and  the  Town  of  West 
Brookfield. 

Charles  River,  Dover:  Gift  of  a  conservation  restric- 
tion on  8  acres  of  riverfront  property,  providing 
protection  for  a  riverbank  grove  of  trees  and  large 
open  meadow,  and  further  protecting  the  water 
quality  and  scenic  value  of  the  Charles  River  corri- 
dor. Donated  by  Edward  and  Berthe  Ladd. 

Three-Fathom  Farm,  Marion:  Gift  of  a  conservation 
restriction  on  5.2  acres  of  forest  on  the  Weweantic 
River.  This  gift  completes  protection  for  this  scenic 
10-acre  riverfront  property  (an  adjacent  parcel  was 
placed  under  restriction  in  1989).  Donated  by 
William  Claflin. 


^  Projects  facilitated  by  the  Massachusetts  Farm 
and  Conserzmtion  Lands  Trust  (MFCLT) 

Since  1976,  TTOR  has  operated  an  affiliated  land 
trust  to  carry  out  certain  transactions  in  support  of 
TTOR's  conservation  objectives.  In  general,  TTOR 
employs  this  affiliate  when  a  portion  of  an  ac- 
quired parcel  must  be  sold  to  defray  the  costs  of 
acquisition  or  when  the  parcel  to  be  acquired  will 
be  transferred  to  another  entity  such  as  a  land 
trust  or  conservation  organization.  Staffed  by 
TTOR's  Land  Conservation  Center,  the  Trust  is 
governed  by  its  own  board,  appointed  by  TTOR's 
Standing  Committee.  That  board  also  oversees 
TTOR's  Land  Conservation  Revolving  Fund 
(which  enabled  the  first  two  projects  described  on 
the  next  page).  As  of  April  1992,  MFCLT's  work 
will  be  carried  out  by  a  newly  organized  charitable 
corporation,  the  Massachusetts  Land  Conservation 
Trust,  Inc.  (MLCT). 
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Louise  Heck  Parcel,  Medfield:  Fronting  on  Orchard 
Street  and  the  Charles  River,  this  33.8-acre 
wooded  property  lies  across  the  river  from  the 
Baker  Conservation  Restrictions  in  Millis.  Begun 
five  years  ago,  this  MFCLT  project  was  substan- 
tially completed  in  1991  with  the  sale  of  a  3.4-acre 
residential  lot,  subject  to  conservation  covenants. 
Results  of  this  project  include  limitations  on  the 
development  of  33.8  acres  of  riverfront  property, 
of  which  10.7  acres  have  been  added  to  the 
Shattuck  Reservation.  A  generous  bargain  sale  to 
MFCLT  of  14.1  acres,  including  the  residential  lot, 
by  Mrs.  Heck,  and  acceptance  by  her  of  conserva- 
tion covenants  on  the  remaining  acres  made  this 
project  possible.  The  last  step,  to  be  completed  in 
1992,  will  be  the  conveyance  of  a  conservation  re- 
striction on  the  10.7-acre  parcel  to  the  Town  of 
Medfield. 

Sigourney  Property,  Chilmark,  Martha's  Vineyard: 
Providing  legal  access  to  TTOR's  Menemsha  Hills 


Reservation  on  the  Vineyard's  north  shore  has 
been  a  high  priority  for  many  years.  In  1986, 
MFCLT  was  able  to  purchase  and  clear  title  to  a  60 
acre  parcel  on  North  Road.  With  the  sale  in  1991  of 
a  13.5-acre,  three-lot  residential  parcel,  the  follow- 
ing objectives  have  been  achieved:  47.5  acres  have 
been  set  aside  as  a  permanent  addition  to  the  Men- 
emsha Hills  Reservation;  an  attractive  off-street 
parking  area  and  access  to  the  Reservation  have 
been  developed;  an  area  is  available  for  a  future 
staff  residence,  if  needed;  and  the  purchase  price 
of  the  land  and  development  expenses  of  the  ac- 
cess drive  and  subdivision  have  been  repaid  to  the 
Land  Conservation  Revolving  Fund. 

Wilder  Farm,  Bolton:  As  planned,  MFCLT  sold  the 
remaining  5.6  acres  at  Wilder  Farm,  subject  to  a 
conservation  restriction,  to  the  Town  of  Bolton, 
thus  completing  a  project  begun  in  1988  with  the 
gift  of  33  acres  from  Creighton  Hamill  to  benefit 
MFCLT's  land  conservation  program.
